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Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wallquist et al cited by applicants. The reaction of racemic bicyclo[3.2.0]hept-2-en-6- 
one with diethoxyphosphoryl acetic acid diethyl ester in the presence of base is taught 
at p. 1882 in Scheme 7. See the conversion of 1 to 15. Also see p. 1889 in the par. 
labeled 4. for the description of the procedure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The structure of the products of the process of claim 
3 are not recited. In claim 4 the steps involved in the conversion of (I) or (IA) to (XII) are 
not recited. Claim 5 depends on claim 1 which has been canceled. The steps of 
converting resolving I or IA into XII are not recited in claim 7.
